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They Dream--And Plan--For Bristol’s Future

Three years ago, five men sat 
down and each wrote a list of 
improvements they would like to 
see In Bristol Borough. From 
these lists, and the discussions 
and work that have followed, has 
come a dream that is already be­ 
ing turned into a reality. 


The five men are members of 
the 
Bristol 
Borough 
Planning 
Commission. 


Here are some Of the things 
they would like to see happen in 
Bristol in the future: 


A waterfront park on either 
side of the Bristol Wharf at the 
bottom of Min S t one of the 
few places where people can 
stroll by the river between 
Washington Crossing and Phila­ 
delphia. 


A small boat marina bi the 
creek 
between 
the 
borough 
parking lot and the Rohm Ic 
Haas plant. 
An Early American motif for 
the entire borough, with streets 
such as Mill St. being restored 
in Colonial style to emphasise 
the historical associations of the 
borough. 
The development of Industrial 


parks within the borough, so 
that small businesses would be 
more concentrated, instead of 
being scattered In residential 
areas. 
A large scale urban renewal 
plan over a course of years that 
wlH upgrade housing within the 
borough, while still retaining Its 
charm. 
Rev. Carlson Chairman 


The p l a n n i n g commission, 
which was set up by Bristol Bor­ 
ough Council, is headed by the 
Rev. Rowland L. Carlson, pastor 
of the Harriman M e t h o d i s t 
Church. Other members include 
Abe Popkin, 
Stephen 
Brescia, 


Henry Perotti and Harold Han­ 
sen. 
“The first thing that we thought 
about in the commission after it 
was formed was the need for a 
sense of pride in the community,” 
Rev. Carlson said. "We felt that 
there was a feeling of pessimism 
in the community. 


"The waterfront park project 
was one of tim first ideas we had. 
We chose it because it was some­ 
thing that could be done without 
demolishing any existing proper­ 
ty, and one whose advantages 
would be immediately visible.” 
Work on the waterfront began 
last summer, and will soon start 


again. The section at the end of 
the borough parking lot will be 
finished this summer. Already it 
is proving more popular than the 
commission had hoped —the boat 
ramp constructed in the fall of 
last year is sometimes used by 
over IOO boat owners, a day. 


The marina project is a more 
ambitious undertaking, and it will 
be several years before it is com­ 
pleted. But within 90 days a feasi­ 
bility study of the plan will be 
completed, and work on the m ar­ 
ina itself will be an important 
step nearer. 


It is not expected that the m ar­ 
ina will be a drain on borough re­ 


sources, Rev. Carlson said. It will 
be financed probably by a bond 
issue. On the other hand, it will 
certainly increase revenue and 
trade in the borough once it is in 
operation. 
1,000 Berths 
“There are estimated to( be 
some 30,000 boat owners in Bucks 
County — and only 1,000 berths. 
The marina is almost certain to 
prove very popular,” he said. 


The 
marine 
authority 
was 
created by the borough council on 
the recommendation of the plan­ 
ning commission, and is a separ­ 
ate body. 
Another group which was inspir­ 


ed by the planning commission is 
the 
recently 
formed 
“Historic 
Bristol - on - Delaware” commit­ 
tee, which will play an important 
part in the future development of 
the borough. 
Important Asset 


“ Bristol's history is one of its 
most important assets. We want 
to make sure that any future 
building and planning will not de­ 
tract from this historic charm,” 
Rev. Carlson said.

He said 
he saw M no reason to believe that 
Mr* Khrushchev does not intend 
to carry

Aside from the ICC team’s visit 
to the plain, there was little de­ 
velopment here in the diplomatic 
maneuvering for a settlement. 
Diplomats looked to the visit to 
Moscow by U.S. Undersecretary 
for the next move.
